He says in reply that 
ho used to teach without misgivings 
that the malarial poison which pro- 
duced intermittent fe^erwas the re- 
sult of vegetable decomposition, es- 
pecially the decomposition caused bj 
storing soils rich in organic materi- 
als and exposing them to boat and 
moisture.
